Cause of the Wreck. 


There are two opinions here regarding the 
cause of the wreck. The one supported by the 
Coroner, Dr. Taylor, and the railroad officials 
is that the switch' was tampered with. The 
doctor said tonight, that in his opinion the 
person who turned the switch will be known 
inside of two weeks. He hinted that robbery 
was the motive, but that after the wreck the 
miscreants found the task greater than they 
expected and speedily left. He was very chary 
in stating on what evidence this opinion was 
based, and is said to have in reserve important 
facts. He represented that the switch was in 
good repair and inno point defective. The 
switch he described as a standard split switch, 
such as is commonly used on the road. He 
asserted that the switch lights were out and 
that while the lock was intact the pin had 
been pulled out. - 

Two Men Arrested. 


On the supposition that the switch had been 
foully tampered with two arrests were made 


today. One of the prisoners gave a satisfac- 


tory explanation and was released. The other, 
William Richards Healy, is now in jail await- 
ing the result of the inquest. At the time of 
the arrest Healy was in the vicinity of the 
wreck, and his manner created suspicion. 
When interviewed at the jail tonight he de- 
nied all knowledge of the wreck previous to 
his visit to the grounds at 10 o’clock this 
morning. He has the appearance of an ordi- 
nary farm hand, was in an excited state of 
mind, and shook while telling his story. He 
was in Monmouth yesterday, and claims that 
he left here at 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
and walked to the farm of Jack Miller, six 
miles west of Monmouth, for whom he 
formerly worked, He spent the night in the 
barn. In this way he tries to prove an alibi, 
and, although there are discrepancies in the 
stories that he tells, the police are inclined to 
believe that he is innocent. The other opin- 
ion relating to the cause of the wreck is that 
the switch is faulty.

FACE-POINT SWITCHES DANGEROUS. 


They Are Only Used by a Few of the West- 
ern Roads. 

A railroad man acquainted with the locality 
said yesterday: “ he switch leads into the 
yards of the Monmouth Manufacturing com- 
pany and is known in railroad parlance asa 
point-faced switch. It would be absolutely im- 
possible for an engine to convey cars from the 
company’s yards to the siding at the pottery 
and return to the city without closing the 
switch. In leaving the siding the engine would 
pass over the switch onto the right 
main track, The switch would then be 
thrown into position, and the engine in re- 
turning to the city would pass over the frogs. 
If the switch was not properly turned the en- 
gine would run back on to the side track 
again. The grade of this side track descends 
rapidly as it leaves the main line. Face- 
pointed switches have been abandoned on all 
roads where fast time is made except a 
few Western lines. It is stated that 
there is not à trunk line in the East or in 
Europe which has a face-point switch connec- 
tion with a main line. What is meant by a 
face-pointed switch is one that connects with 
the main track in such a way that the ends of 
the rails of the switch point towards the ap- 
proaching trains. The modern way of mak- 
ing the connection is to have the rails of the 
switch pomt the same direction in which 
the train is going. Then if the switch 
is misplaced no harm can be done. For in- 
stance the switch at the Monmouth pottery 
leads into a yard north of the track and leaves 
the right-hand track at an angle of about 
forty-five degrees ina northwesterly direction,

We 
can never weep people, parties, or churches 
into a recognition of the truth of our princi- 
ples, but wecan obtain it by meeting them on 
a practical basis whieh they can understand. 
Besides practical methods we need the widest 
individual liberty in regard to church creeds, 
politics, and personal affairs.”

This is the amount by which the exports are 
reported to have exceeded the imports, the 


eign ports. The Chronicle estimates that 
freight, insurance, and undervaluation of for- 
eign invoices have averaged $100,000,000 per 
year, amounting to $2,100,000,000 for the 
whole period of twenty-one years. The dif- 
ference of these sums is in round numbers 
$382,700,000 against us, which has got to be 
satisfied by our sending over to Europe money 
or securities of some kind in payment. Then 
tne free trade Journal estimates an annual 
expenditure by American tourists abroad of 
$50,000,000, partly offset by $10,000,000 spent 
by European tourists in this country, mak- 
ing a balance of $840,000,000 for the entire term 
—which the Journal inadvertently places on 
the wrong side of the account, as it has to be 
met by the sending of so much money or se- 
curities from this country to Europe to meet 
the drafts of the tourists. So we must add 
this in to the previously stated debit, and ob- 
tain a total of $1,222,700,000 for the twenty- 
one years, or at the rate of $60,000,000 per an- 
num, which we run behind in our cash ac- 
count with Europe according to the figures 
adopted by the free trade Democratic Milwau- 
kee Journal, 

This is a bad showing, and it is surprising 
that the Milwaukee free trade paper would 
venture to make it. The sum isso vast that 
if any man hesitated at accepting it he might 
cut several hundred millions out of it and he 
would still have an unanswerable argument 
in favor of a change of policy to stop the con- 
tinued outpour of securities in payment of ad- 
verse balances of trade on the Micawber plan 
of giving a note ‘and then thanking God that 
another account was paid. 

No one will deny that England hoids a vast 
volume of indebtedness against us, or that it 
represents the difference between what we 
are actually credited with on a cash basis for 
what we send abroad and what we agree to 
pay out for our imports. The Democratic ad- 
vocates of free trade may carp at the figures 
used in stating the fact but they cannot dis- 
pute the fact itself, and are foolish if they try 
to hoodwink their readers by claiming it is not 
worth while to work for a radical change in 
the conditions, such as is promised by the rec- 
iprocity policy set on foot by Mr. Blaine and 
now being carried out m part with the Latin- 
American countries. 

GUTHRIE, BURGESS, COWDREY & CO. 
Two persons named Burgess and Guthrie, 
both apparently of the same mental caliber, 
want the Board of Review under the Austral- 
ian Ballot law of this State, consisting of 
Judge Scales, Judge Longenecker, and County 
Clerk Wulff, to set itself up tomorrow as a su- 
preme court, passing on constitutional ques- 
tions, declaring certain sections of the stat- 
utes as at variance with others, other sections 
ineffective, and others in conflict with the or- 
ganic law. It is not likely that the Board of 
Review, following the example of the ridicu- 
lous majority of the Election Commission, 
wul make itself the laughing-stock of the whole 
community and assert itself superior to the 
law. 

The functions of the board, Mr. Guthrie and 
Mr. Burgess to the contrary, are purely ad- 
ministrative. It deals with matters of fact, 
not with matters of constitutional construc- 
tion. The members are not called upon to 
constitute themselves a court, to go behind 
the returns, or to set up as supreme judges 
the validity of the statutes. , 

The two great political parties in compli- 
ance with the law have nominated certain per- 
duly and properly signed before the Board of 
Review attesting to those facts and indicating 
how the tickets for certain candidates should 
be printed. Guthrie, Burgess, Cowdrey, and 
other persons want these certificates, or parts 
of them, ignored. There must be no cumula- 
tive voting for Drainage Trustees says Guth- 
rie. Burgess follows suit. Yet here is the 
law plain and distinct providing that there 
may be cumulative votmg for Drainage or 
Sanitary Trustees. Says the law: 

In all elections for Trustees each qualified voter 
may vote foras many candidates as there are 
Trustees to be elected, or he may distribute his 
vote among not less than five-ninths of the candi- 
dates to be elected, giving to each of the candi- 
dates among whom he distributes the same the 
same number of votes or fractional parts of votes. 

Now observe the law says in all elections 
the voter may cumulate under certain condi- 
tions laid down. But Guthrie, Burgess, 
Cowdrey et al. say they must not. Which 
view will prevail, the enactment of the Gener- 
al Assembly or the demand of the three 
Tooley street tailors of the Sanitary Dis- 
trict, Guthrie, Burgess & Co.? 

As to the other objection that the County 
Clerk had not the power to call elections 
fill the vacancies caused by the resignations 
of Nelson, King, and Willing—that is mere 
moonshine. itis not necessary to quote the 
law on this subject, as it is too plain and well 
known. In the absence of other provisions to 
call elections to fill vacancies in elective of- 
fices within the county the duty clearly de. 


{ volves on the County Clerk, who, asa mem-

ABRAHAM LINCOLN NOT A SPIRITUALIST. 
The Spiritualists have instituted a claim 
upon Abraham Lincoln as one of their num- 
ber, which is purely sensational and not sus- 
tained by facts. It may be that Mr. Lincoin 
attended séances just as many other persons 
have done who are not believers in the doc- 
trines. If every person were to be claimed 
as a believer who has attended séances and 


listened to mediums spiritualism probably 


could claim as large a following as almost any 
sect in the country. Mr. Lincoln, in his ef- 
forts to relieve the care and strain of official 
business, which bore more heavily upon him 
than upon any other President, was in the 
habit ot diverting his mind and seeking relax- 
ation in various ways. He was a frequent at- 
tendant at humorous lectures, at the minstrel 
shows, the circus, and the theater; but. it would 
be as consistent to claim he was a lecturer, a 
negro minstrel, circus rider, or actor as to 
claim he was a Spiritualist because he was 
present to witness the materiahzations and 
machinations of mediums, which he may 
have regarded as curious and which may have 
served him as a relaxation. e 

The story was started by Mrs. Colburn May- 
nard, a medium, who avers not only that he 
was in the habit of visiting mediums, but that 
he had spiritualistic séances at the White 
House, consulted mediums as to affairs of 
state, issued the Emancipation Proclamation 
through the advice of mediums, and went to 
the front to ascertain the condition of the 
troops after being advised by a medium to do 
so. Maj. Bundy, who is a very conservative 
Spiritualist, and the open enemy of spiritual- 
istic charlatanry of all kinds, has given his 
testimony in a cautious manner. He says: 

There can be no question but that Mr. Lincoln 
sat in séances, and repeatedly had mediums at 
the White House. I know positively tat through 
his investigations he became convinced of the con- 
tinuity of life and of communication between the 
two worlds. He wasan unusually cautious, dis- 
creet man, and while quite probable that he re- 
ceived advice from the spirit world, it is also cer- 
tain that he never blindly followed it. Jt would 
have to conform to his own better judgment be- 
fore being adopted. It is a fact, as has been 
stated, that Lincoln held séances during the win- 
ter of 1864-'65 with Charles Colchester and Charles 
Foster, the well-known mediums, and I also am 
able to say confidently that he held a séance with 
Mrs. Nettie Colburn. 

Maj. Bundy adds’ that Mrs. Lincoln was a 
confirmed Spiritualist and that after the death 


of her husband she spent many weeks with 


mediums. Itis easy to believe this, as it is 
well known that durmg the latter part of her 
life Mrs. Lincoln was not only eccentric but 
in a condition of mind bordering upon insan- 
ity. But this has no bearing upon the life of 
the President, who was a practical, sensible, 
hard-headed man, particularly in everything 
having any connection with religious belief or 
with human couditions after death. Mr. John 
G. Nicolay, his private secretary, who was 
with him night and day in the White House, 
and who certamly is in a position to know 
whereof he speaks, has exploded the Spiritual- 
ists’ sensation by a flat denial of the claim. He 
declares without qualification that Mr, Lin- 
coln was nota Spiritualist and; had no lean- 
ings in that direction. He has never heard be 
fore of s6éances at the White House and he af- 
firms they could not have occurred without 
his knowledge. Mr. Nicolay says: 

Of course, I have_no doubt that Mr. Lincoln, 
like a great many other men, might have had 
some curiosity as to spiritualism, and he might 
have attended some of these séances solely out of 
curiosity. But he was the last man in the world 
to yield to any other judgment than that arrived 
at by his own mature deliberation. He was not 
superstitious, nor did he have any sviritualistic 
tendencies. I have attended spiritualistic séances, 
not because I believed in them, but because | was 
curious to see the proceedings. They were such 
manifest humbugs that I usually came away dis- 
gusted. If President Lincoln ever attended 
séances, as alleged, it was with this same feeling 
of curiosity. But I do not remember that even 
curiosity ever impelled him to attend a séance. 
He had more important business on hand during 
those days. In any event I can say without the 
slightest qualification that a séance never oc- 
curred at the White House. 


This should be sufficient to set this silly 
story at rest. As Mr. Nicolay says, and as 
every one believes who knew Mr. Lincoln and 
the motives which prompted him, it was his 
judgment in all cases which directed affairs 
and not the claptrap of mediums, and to this 
extent Maj. Bundy himself has borne correct 
testimony. It is of little or no consequence 
what Mrs. Lincoln may have thought of 
spiritualism. Mr. Lincoln did his own think- 
ing and no man of his time was clearer from 
superstition. It is a little singular in any 
event if Mr. Lincoln’s Emancipation Procla- 
mation were the outcome of mediumistic sug- 
gestion that the Spiritualists should have 
waited twenty-nine years before makmg their 
claim. If it were an autheatic one they 
would not have waited a year to secure for 
themselves the prestige of such a world-wide 
tamous event. 


THE INTENDED “MICHIGANIZING” OF 
IOWA. 

When an innocent man is charged with a 
grave offense or with intendmg to commit 
one he loses no time in denying it, and he at- 
tends to the matter personally. A guilty man 
‘is often slow to answer, and when he does he 
generaliy hires a lawyer to see to the business 
and make out the best case for him he can. 

The Democrats of Iowa bave been charged 
repeatedly with intending, in case they carried 
the State this fall and secured the Governor 
and the control of the Legislature, to put 
through this winter a law providing for the 
choice of Presidential Electors from gerry- 
mandered Congressional districts, so that at 
next year’s election, though the Republicans 
may sweep the State on the popular vote, half 
or more of the Electoral votes will be cast for 
the Democratic minority candidate for Presi- 
dent. 

The Democrats have remained silent for a 
long time, though this serious accusation has 
often been made. Their platform has not a 
word of denial. Their papers are mum. 
Their speakers dodge the subject. Gov. Boies 
avoids it. But at last, following the example 
of the thief or the burglar, they have hunted 
up a lawyer and told him to make a plea for 
them. The individual who has been intrusted 
with this 3 is a Buffalonian named 
Cary, and he selected the Chicago Herald 
as his organ. He is spoken of by the Iowa 
Democrats as a distinguished New- Yorker.” 
This self-important person, who is now in 
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Presidency, though the State itself may have 
gone Republican by 25,000. Nor can it be 
possible that there is any man who will put 
any faith in these Tammany Hall, New York, 
Democratic. professions of a love for fair 
play, when for fifteen years that party has 
been bulldozing voters in the Southern States, 
and has stolen the Presidency once thereby 
and the House of Representatives many times. 
For years the National Democracy has relied 
on Tammany to carry the New York elections 
for it, and has confloned its brazen thefts and 
shameless election frauds. 

There is no reason to believe that the Demo- 
crats of Iowa are the sifted virtue and purity 
of the Democracy of the United States, or 
that while Democrats in the South, in New 
York, in Illinois, in Michigan, and other 
States will cheat, ballot-box stuff, and bull- 
doze, those of Iowa are so good and pure that 
they will not; and that the Democrats in the 
rest of the country would become a prey to 
great grief if they did steal haif the Electors 
of the State. The only wise and safe course 
for the Iowa Republicans to pursue is to run 
no risks. It is best not to put the Iowa Dem- 
ocratic politicians to that temptation even 
though a “distinguished New-Yorker”’ 
vouches for them. Vote them down, 

And when this “ distmguished New Tork 
tool of Tammany caps the sheaf of brazen 
effrontery with the statement that the Na- 
tional Democratic party is against cheating’ 
and fraud anywhere, who is so dull as not to 
see that these denials of an intention to 
Michiganize Iowa are as false as the 
project itself is scoundrelly. 

The plan of the Democrats is to carry Ohio 
if possible and Michiganize it. Ditto, 
Iowa, and Michiganise it. Then, with the 
Republicans of the South bulldozed, and New 
York secured by fraud, and the votes of the 
three Republican States of Iowa, Ohio, and 
Michigan neutralized and nullified by trickery 
and theft, they will feel confident of electing 
a President, no matter “ what the popular 
verdict may be.“ And when they have accom- 
plished that they will find no fault with the 
way in which it was done. They will say in- 
stead to the Southern bulldozers, the Tam- 
many thieves, and the Ohio and Iowa and 
Michigan gerrymanderers, “‘ Well done, good 
and faithful servants, enter now into the en- 
joyment of the Federal offices.” 


MR. WATTERSONWS BRILLIANT INCON-

When Mr. Henry Watterson was in this city. 


last he glorified the beauties of free trade on 
the British model, of which he said he had 
been a worshiper and preacher for twenty 
years, and said he had Ro doubt the next 
House of Representatives, Which will be Dem- 
ocratic, would passa free ttade tariff bill, but 
he added, of course the President will veto 
it and the Senate will not accept it.” 

It was hard to believe that he seriously de- 
sired the passage of a bill to repeal all pro- 
tective duties, when in 1884, only seven years 
ago, he had assisted in drafting a platform 
which read thus: | 

The Democratic party is pledged to revise the 
tariff in a spirit of fairness to all interests. But 
in making reductions in taxes it is not proposed 
to injure any domestic industries, but rather to 
promote their healthy growth. Many industries 
have come to rely upon legislation for succesaful 
continuance, so that any of law must be at 
every step regardful of the r and capital thus 
involved. The necéssary reduction in taxation 
can and must be without depriving Amer- 
ican lator of the a to compete successfully 
with foreign labor, aid without imposing lower 
rates af duty than will be ample to cover any in- 
creased cost of production which may exist in 
consequence of the higher rate of wages prevailing 
in this country... . We therefore denounce 
the abuses of the existing tariff. 

So Tuz Tarsuns asked Mr. Watterson how 
it would be if the Republican Senate and 
President were to take the Democratic House 
at its word. It said: 

Suppose that he should be disappointed in his 
forecast of the action of the Sénate and the Ex- 
ecutive, and that they should conclude to let the 
Democratic free trade bill pass and take effect at 
once in order to settle this old vexed question for 
all time. The people would have eight or nine 
months’ experience of free trade without a ray of 
protection on competitive goods. Might not the 
Democrats find themselves caught in their own 
bear-trap? Are they quite sure that the millions 
of wage-working voters of all trades and yoca- 
tions would be content with the low wages the 
free trade system would impose on them right 
away after the bill went into effect? Might not 
Cleveland, Mills, Springer, Watterson, and the 
other Democratic leaders find a revolt on their 
hands of one or two millions of Democratic work- 
men when they discovered their wages 
down one-third to one-half, with the alternative 
of accepting such pay or going without a job? 

Mr. Watterson came up to the scratch like a 
man and denied that he had been joking or 
bluffing, and said: 

Ifthe Republican Senate will agree to pass 
such a bill and the Republican President will 
agree to sign it we will stake our life upon it that 
the Democratic Ways and Means committee 
frames it and that the Democratic House of Repre- 
sentatives ratifies the work of the committee. 

Such is our faith in our medicine that we are 
willing to test its efficacy upon a shorter trial 
than we think and have thought best. 

So it is evident that the editor of the 
Courier-Journal, who charged this paper with 
changing its ground on the tariff, is the one 
who has wandered away from the platform of 
1884, which was, if anything, more protective 
than the Republican platform for the same 
year, and oa which Cleveland was elected, and 
has reached absolute free trade. 

Mr. Watterson has a right to change his 
views and flop as often as he pleases. He may 
be a protectionist again tomorrow, as he was in 
1884, if he chooses. But how does he recon- 
cile his statement to the Chicago reporter that 
he had experienced free trade twenty years 
ago and had been preaching that -gospel ever 
since with his support of the Democratic pro- 
tective platform of 1884, which he assisted in 
making? Did he believe in its doctrines when 
he supported it? If he did not how did he 
reconcile it with his frank nature to advocate 
it? Or was he correct in saying that his apos- 
tasy to free trade dated back twenty years? 
Was not he a convert of a later date? Is not 
he one of those whom Mr. Cleveland per- 
verted? 


INTERNATIONAL BAR CONVENTION IN 
CHICAGO LN 98. 

At a recent meeting of the National Bar 
Association at Nantasket Beach, Mass., the 
Committee on International Law made a re- 
port recommending the formation of an In- 
ternational Bar Association at the Columbian 
Exposition to be held in Chicago in 1893. The 
report was adopted, and resolutions were 
passed appointing the Hon. Gilbert F. Little 
of Kansas, John W. Ela of Chicago, and Ad- 
dison C. Harris of Indiana a committee to 
carry out the views expressed in the report, 
and requesting the Chicago Bar Association to 
coéperate with this committee. 

The design is to open correspondence with 
the officers of the bar associations of the 
various countries with a view of having rep- 


resentative members of the bars of all the 


civilized coantries of the world meet in con- 
vention at Chicago and there organize a grand 
international association. 

It is not at all difficult to comprehend that 
there is a wide field for effective work by such 
an association. 

Oue of the marked tendencies of the age is 
the settlement of international questions by 


| arbitration. The fuiure may not be very re- 


mote when there will be no more wars between 
civilized nations; when it will be considered 
an evidence of, retarded development for a 


Upon this assuciation would probably de- 


volve also the formulation of a system of pro- 
cedure before these international tribunals; 
and largely through its instrumentality there 
would eventually be evolved a new code of 
international law in harmony with the spirit 
of arbitration and the liberal demands of 
modern progress. 

Such an association will also be useful in 
seeing that the interests of each country are 
properly protected in the other countries un- 
der treaties with such countries, and in facili- 
tating the employment of competent legal 
services in the protection of the rights of the 
citizens of one country before the tribunals of 
another country. There are many other uses 
for such an association, and some of which 
will develop as the project takes form. The 
coming together of so many eminent lawyers, 
representing all civilized nations, and their 
discussions of important international legal 
questions, will add not a little to the interest 
of the World’s Auxiliary Congress, which is to 
be held in connection with the Columbian 
Exposition, and for which one of the largest 
buildings on the Exposition grounds is about 
to be erected.

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SEARLES WILL CONTEST AT SALEM. 


Edward F. Searles Resumes the Stand and 
Is Again Subjected to the Merciless 
Cross-Examination of Lawyer Burley— 
A Magnificent Battle of Words Between 
Two Brainy Men—Testimony Concerning 
the Marriage Settlement and Copartver- 
ship Agreement. 

Sal, Mass., Oct. 21.—[Special.]—Edward 
F. Searles, widower of the widow of Mark 
Hopkins, and Timothy Hopkins, her son, 
again confronted each other in the little pro- 
bate court-room in Salem this morning. No 

was perceptible in their appearance 

since last they met in the same place nearly a 
month ago. But forthe gray hair and white 
mustache of the young stepfather there would 
be little to suggest any difference mn the ages 
of the renowned claimants for Mark Hopkins’ 
millions. Mr. Searles was lookimg as com- 
placent and unruffled as he has at any 
time during the prolonged hearing, and 
the wonderful self-control that he has at all 
times displayed under the searching and mer- 
ciless croas-examination of Mr. Burley did not 
desert him today, although the great inquis- 
itur was, if possible, more tormenting and 
unmerciful than on previous occasions. 

It should be remembered that Mr. Searles 
has not been subjected to a direct examina- 
tion, nor have the opposing counsel had the 
opportunity to hear him tell his story to his 
own lawyer. Both exammer and witness are 
thus working at a disadvantage. The 
questions which the counsel of Mr. Searles 
would have put to him had they 
called him as a witness would have given him 
an opportunity to explain away many tomgs 
which are now, by the tactics of the cross-ex- 
aminer, left in the most unfavorable light 
possible; while, on the other hand, the direct 
examination would have opened up for Mr, 
Burley a large field of inquiry which the rules 
of evidence and his imperfect knowledge of 
many things which are known only to the de- 
fense forbid his entering upon. While he has 
a tremendous grasp on the whole subject mat- 
ter, running into the most minute details, 
there must be questions which he feels inclined 


to ask, but does not dare to from a fear that 
sword, 


the answer would prove a two. ed 
serving as a weapon against him for his ad- 
versaries. 

Marvelous Legal Skill. 

The adroitness with which he feels his way 
along, drawing from a reluctant and hostile 
witness only such answers as he desi is a 
marvelous exhibition of a great examiner’s 
skill, while his cold and unimpassioned man- 
ner and his impenetrable countenance give 
not the slightest clew as ta how he is affected 
by the revelations he extorts. There cannot 
be a doubt but that there is at times a feeling 
of surprise and exultation over the unexpect- 
edly favorable answers given to his questions. 

he face and manner of the witness are no 
less astudy. A more stolid, indifferent, cool, 
and deliberate witness than Edward F. Sear 
it would be difficult to find, His peculiar re- 
lations to the case render his position one of 
the utmost difficulty and delicacy, from which 
a man of less assurance would shrink abashed. 
Yet he answers promptly, but with evident de- 
liberation, and with but seldom a show of 
feeling questions that are at times 
cruel and heartiess in the ex- 
treme. The bitter, sarcastic, ironical 
turns which Mr. Burley is so capable of giv- 
ing to his interrogations fail to disconcert the 
witness and throw him off his guard. To an 
unreflecting observer it might appear that he 
was obtuse and oblivious to the almost insult- 
ing innuendoes sometimes conveyed by the 
questions, but a keener analysis of his atti- 
tude would reveal the fact that there is a 
dogged determination not to be trapped into 
an unguarded answer or a heated reply that 
might put him into the power of the crafty 
lawyer. 

It is a superb contest going on between ad- 
vocate and witness, with the superior weapons 
in the hands of the former but the vantage 
ground in favor of the latter. Mr. Searles, of 
course, is now in the hands of his enemies. 
When he is handed over to his friends he will 
only meet with kind treatment, but will be 
afforded a chance to clear up what now looks 
cioudy. . 

Left to Mrs. Hopkins. 

Edward F. Searles once more resumed the 
witness stand, and in response tc inquiries by 
Mr, Burley said that he was not responsible 
for tho delay in notifying Timothy Hopkins 
of the contemplated marriage, it being a mat- 
ter that was left entirely to Mra. 
Hopkins. The suggestion of a marriage set- 
tlement came from Mrs. Hopkins a short 
time before marriage. She consulted Mr. 
Stillman about it and he told how it could be 
done. Continuing, witness said: 

I did not like this method of doing it be- 
cause it had the suggestion of a mercenary 
consideration for a marriage, Mrs: Hop- 
kins said she did not like it as it looked like 
buying a husband. She asked me if I would 
be willing to release all interest I might have 
in her estate as her husband I said * ‘ 
She said she did not want to feel she no 
control of her estate. The marriage settle. 
ment was drawn by Mr. Stillman and we 
signed it without reading it. 

The first idea of the copartnership, witness 
supposed, came from Mr. Stillman, growing 
out of Mrs. Hopkins’ expressed wish that 
some arrangement could be made to man 
her business affairs. Questioned as toac 
on Mr. Stillman on a Sunday evening witness 
stated that he never made business Sun- 
day. Witness had confidence in _the parties 
who drew up the copartnership agree- 
ment, and knew from their statement 
what the substance of it w and 
so signed it without readmg it. He did not 
know that his wife ever took any independent 
advice in regard to the matter from either 
friend or counsel. Witness did not under- 
stand that under the copartnership he was to 
turn over any N acquired from others 
than his wife. e knew that property was 
sold in California and the deeds were out- 
standing and unrecorded. He did not under- 
stand that these lawyers were to get, in any 
event, $65,000 a year, but understood that they 
were each to have 5 per cent of the income 
and thought that this was also his wife’s 
understanding of the matter. 

The matter of the marriage confract trustee- 
ship was hever settled. Witness did not know 
how many copies of the copartnership articles 
were drawn up; had never seen but one 


copy. 
Evidence of Conspiracy.

PATRICK KILLEN, THE PRIZE-FIGHT- 
_ BR, SUCCUMBS TO ERYSIPELAS. 


Since His tank Fight with Ferguson He Had 
Been Leading a Life of Dissipation—A 
Superb Specimen of Physical Manhood 
in His Palmy Days—From a Philadelphia 
Policeman to a Star Pugilist— Record of 
His Victories in the Ring. 


Pat Killen, the heavyweight fighter, died 
about 6 o’clock last night of erysipelas and 
its complications at the Cosmopolitan Hotel, 
Clark street. His illness came on him two 
days after the fight with Ferguson, which 
Killen won easily. Although he whipped Fer- 
guson Killen was not in perfect condition, and 
out of the bruises he received from Ferguson’s 
fists, some carelessness and exposure, and 
more dissipation after his victory, came the 
disease that took him off. 

Pat Killen was 30 years old, a native of 
Philadelphia, but be had lived in the West, 
principally Chicago and St. Paul, since 1885. 
His brother, Larry Killen, is a more or less 
celebrated middleweight. Pat was a splendid 
specimen of physical humanity when in his 
prime, weighing 210 pounds in condition and 
standing 6 feet 4 inch high. He broke 
into pugilism in 1883 while a policeman 
on the Philadelphia force. Success as 
an amateur made Killen think himself a 
2 ion and he left the force for the ring. 

al Stoddard was talking of whipping

him and Killen was arranged. Stoddard lasted 
only one round, one of Killen’s right-hand 
swings putting him to sleep and out ot the 
championship ring. After this Killen put 
himself under the guidance of Parson 
Davies of this city 5 was shortly afterwards 
put up against Joe Lannon.

Lannon had just been whipped by Jake 
Kilrain.

The Memorial. 

Among the decorations on the stand about 
the monument were pictures of Jefferson Da- 
vis, Lee, and Stonewall. Jackson. They were 
ordered by the committee to be taken down 
before the exercises. only decorations 
were the national colors. 3 

The monument is of granite, and stands on 
a terrace with molded edges, sixteen feet 
square and four feet high. terrace is sur- 
rounded by a brass railing. The pedestal 
proper stands on the terrace, and is about 
eleven feet high. It consists of three bases, 
the top one of which is molded, and 
supports a polished die with a molded 
cornice, on which stands the bronze statue of 
Mr. Grady. The statue is nearly ten feet in 
height. It represents Mr. Grady in tne act 
of addressing a public meeting, his frock coat 
thrown open, the right arm, with a bunch of 
manuscript in the hand, lymg across the 
breast. 

The movement which culminated in the 
event of today was started the day following 
Mr. Grady’s death. Within twenty-four hours 
after the organization of the Grady Monv- 
ment Association over $10,000 had been con- 
tributed to the fund. Much of this came by 
telegraph from Boston, New York, and other 
Eastern points. The President of the associa- 
tion was C. S. Northen, a prominent young 
business-man and a warm personal friend of the 
dead editor. Alexander Doyle, the well-known 
New York sculptor, who modeled the Garfield 
monument in Cleveland, the monument of 
Ben Hill in Atlanta, the Greeley monument 
in New York, the .

MANY CANDIDATES FOR INTER-STATE 
COMMERCE COMMISSIONS. 


The President Casting About for a Big 
Lawyer for Judge Cooley's Place—Ex- 
Gov, Gear of Iowa Not a Possibility— 
The Late Commissioner Bragg's Succes- 
sor Will Not Come from Alabama— 

- Venezuelan Reciprocity Negotiations— 
- Pawnbrokers aud the Tariff. 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct, 21.—[Special.]— 


Inter-State Commissioner Morrison sat on a 


sofa at Willard’s tonight explaining the mani- 
fold duties of his position to two Pike County 
listeners, One was the Colonel’s other self, Con- 
gressman Scott Wike. The second was A. G. 
Rich, a farmer, a leading Republican. and 
Vice-President of the State Fair Association. 
He is backed for a position on thé commis 
sion, and Col. Morrison was giving him some 
friendly hints. Mr. Rich 1s not a candidate 
for either of the existing vacancies. What he 
wants is to succeed Col. Morrison when the 
latter’s term is up next year. He thinks an 
Illinois Republican ought to be appointed 
then. While here he talked with Senator Cul- 
loin, Controller Matthews, and other Prairie 
State people. They thought it a little too 
early to begin the canvassing for the place. 

The President is giving much time now to 
the successors of Judge Cooley and the late 
Commissioner Bragg, He wants a big lawyer 
for Judge Cooley’s place. The friends of ex- 
Gov. Gear of lowa were told that in spite of 
Gen. Harrison’s petsonal good-will for the 
ex-Governor he was not a possibility because 
he was not a lawyer. commission is a 
semi- judicial body. Since then the Iowa peo- 

le have divided. Some are pressing Judge 

eDihl and others are urging Solicitor Hep- 
burn of the Treasury Department. It is not 
certain the Presigent will go beyond the Mis- 
sissippi in making the choice. He is looking 
to fitness rather than to sectional interests. 
No one of the Illinois men talked of is a prub- 
ability because that State has one Commis- 
sioner. 

In finding a successor to the late Commis- 
sioner Bragg the President has barred out 
several candidates by deciding not to make 
the choice from Alabama. This ig hard on 
the Alabamians, yet there 1s reason for it. 
They had got the notion that the position be- 
longed to their State because Mr. u age 
it. Other Southern States protested that if 
this claim were allowed the commission 
would become the property of a few favored 
commonwealths. Mr. Harrison coincided in 
this view. Another point settled is 
while the new Commissioner will 
Democrat his record 
from bulldozing. It 
some of the high-spirited Southerners who 
want the $7,500 a year badly to learn this, but 
they all understand it Rew. The Congress- 
men who go to the White House to plead for 
their candidates are at pains to explain how 
free from objection theif men are. It is even 
hinted some of the anxious ones have asked 
“nigger”? support. Not long ago ex-Con- 
gressman Clements of Georgia, who is a prob- 
ability, was rushing around the city to dis- 
prove the story that he had refused to stay in 
a hotel dining-room because a colored man 
was let dine there. The offender was a col- 


ag of Clements, but the latter’s anxiety 
to 


isclaim any such sentiments toward his 
colored fellow-citizens caused some stingug 
comment. 


VENEZUELAN RECIPROCITY. 


United States Minister Scruggs Returning 
% South America with Instructions, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 21.—[Special. ]— 
Minister Scruggs was at the White House to- 
day in consultation with the President. He 
is on his®way back to his post in Venezuela. 
He came home on his vacation two or three 
months ago, when it became known that it 
was inad\isable'to press the reciprocity nego- 
tiations until President Pulacio and his Cabi- 
net had time to educate the pul mind of 
their country more fully up to the benefits of 
areciprocal arrangement with the United 
States. Minister Scruggs’ talk with the Pres- 
ident today was on this subject and also on 
the Orinoco boundary dispute. In regard to 
reciprocity Minister Scruggs might take back 
a message that while this country is hopeful 
of concluding an arrangement which may 
make it unnecessary for President Harrison 
to reim the duty on Venezuelan sugar 
and coffee, yet it asks no more than that coun- 


try can afford to grant without endangering 


its revenues. 

As to the Orinoco boundary, assurance will 
be given Venezuela that the good offices of 
the United States can be relied on in the 
future as they have been in the past to pre- 
vent that country from falling victim to 
Great Britain’s greed for territory. But these 
assurances are to be given with the full under- 
standing that the reciprocity negotiations and 
the boundary dispute stand on mdependent 
grounds. Minister Scruggs is evidently hope- 
ful of results. He said today: 

I have succeeded in explaining the bene- 
fits of reciprocity to the Venezuelan Govern- 
ment, and it has been agreed that a measure of 
some kind will be passed-at an early day, not 
one providing for full and unlimited reci- 

rocity, for t country is not yet prepared 

or so sweeping a change. They allude to it as 
an experiment, but once a beginning is made 
perhaps it won’t be so hard to go the entire 
way. To lessen duties on flour, petroleum, 
lumber, and many other things imported frum 
this country will be a great relief. The duty 
on flour, for instance, 1 100 per cent over the 
invoice value, All the duty cannot be taken 
off, since the customs revenues are relied on 
exclusively fur the maintenance of the govy- 
ernment, but substantial reduction may be 
looked for. Venezuela is prosperous, the pub- 
lic treasury is in sound condition, and the in- 
terest on the debt is always promptly met.“ 


PAWNBROKERS AND THE TARIFF. 


A Treasury Decision That Affects Tourists 
Who Get “Strapped” Abroad. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 21.— Special.] 
Americans in Europe have been known when 
hard up to pawn their personal effects for 
passage-money home. Under a ruling of the 
Treasury Department made today this class 
may find their valuables subject to duty when 
received. This, at least, is hinted at by tne 
department. From the statement made it 
appeared that a female immigrant from Ant- 
werp was compelled to pawn some jewelry in 
order to procure her age-money. Upon 
arriving in the United States she at once pro- 
cured the necessary funds and remitted them 
to pay the loan. It was desired that the 
jewelry in question should be admitted free of 
duty, and in granting the request the Treasury 
Hep ee took occasion to say: 

t is the pu of this department to admin- 
‘ister the tariff act in harmony with the nce 
vf the lawmakers who tramed it, and instructions 
have accordingly been issued to customs officers 
to admit free of duty ong _ Wearing apparel and 
personal effects which to arrive with the 
owner, but which are shown by satisfactory evi- 
dence to have been detained by circumstances 
beyond control. But — cannot apply to people 
who pawn their effects with the uncertain chance 
of redeeming them at some future period mare 
or less remote. Such a proceeding plainly indi- 
cates the abandonment of any intention that their 
effects shall reach them in time for their present

His greatest achievement was in breaki 
up the session the day that Church Unity” 
was the topic of talk.

*“impostors.”” He refused to apologize, and 
the good Bishop, who was in the chair, only 
quelled the tumult by having the doxology 


sung. 

Mr. Farmer-Atkinson’s dress is as accentric 
as his manners. A gorgeous scariet necktie 
spreads out like sails before the wind under 
his ruddy face. The day the members of the 
council were received at the White House by 
the President he appeared in all the mag- 
nificence of a Lieutenant of the Sussex 
militia. There was a wealth of red 
coat, black breeches with guilt edging, 
and other trimmings of dazzling beauty. His 
fellow-delegates laughed a little and watched 
to see whether the President would be over- 
come, But Gen. Harrison kept his dignity 
and the Sussex militia was received with all 
proper honors. It has since been a question 
whether the Major-General in the Pirates of 
Penzance was copied from the M. P. or 
whether the M. P. took his uniform from the

Chairman Finley Dismisses a Case Against 
It Because Complaint Was Not Filed 
with the Offending BRoad—Rates from 
Indianapolis on Business Destined to 
Missouri River Points—Structural Lron 
Rates Restored—Canadian Pacific Cuts 
Hide Rates.

These tickets read over the Sioux 
City and Northern, Great Northern and Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul roads, from Sioux City 
to Chicago via St. Paul or Minneapolis, and 
each bears a stamp on the back and date of 
May 13, and each is limited to May 14, 1891. 
In his decision Chairman Finley says: 
It is contended that the presence of these tickets 
in Milwaukee at 1 o’clock in the afternoon of May 
14, the time when purchased by complainant, 
would have necessitated their issuance prior to 
the date stamped, May 13, under the existing 
operation of passenger trains between Sioux Cit 
and St. Pahl or Minneapolis and thence to Mil- 
waukee via the lines indicated, afd that there- 
fore the tickets were in fact post-da thereb 
constituting the excessive limiting complained of. 
Somewhat voluminous evidence has been of- 
fered by the parties in support of and contradic- 
tory to this contention, 4s well as upon the va- 
rious defenses offered, a consideration of which 
upon its merits has not been undertaken by rea- 
son of the determination with respect to the fol- 
lowing defense made relative to the filing of no- 
tice—to wit: “If any technical violation of agree- 
ment occurred, in a contravening act com- 
mitted by connecting line may in itself be so 
construed, then such violation occurred at Sioux 
City by the act of the Sioux City and Northern 
railroad company in impro limit the 
tickets by post-dating, provid that was done.” 
There is no controversy relative to the fact that 
the tickets were issued by 5 Sioux City and 
Northern road at Sioux City,
